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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): Claim 1 recites "a diagnostic specimen system 
comprising a population of biomedial specimen collection vessels located at and transported between a vessel distribution facility, a 
specimen collection facility, and a specimen testing laboratory facility, wherin each of the collection vessels includes a wirelss electronic 
memory tag for non-contact storage and retrieval of information attachaged thereto such that the tag remains attached to the vessel as the 
vessel is transported between facilities". The summary refers to step 1 0, Figure 4 and Figure 1 in describing the limitations of claim 1 . 
Neither Figure 1 , nor Figure 4 demonstrate location of the vessels at a vessel distribution facility and trasnporting vessels from vessel 
dustribution facility. The same is true for other independent claims (9, 18, 19, etc.) The Summary does not map the limitation for collecting 
and transporting vessels at the vessel distribution facility in the specification. 

37 CFR 41 .37. clearly indicates that "a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the 
appeal, which shall refer to the specification by page and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference character", The first five 
pages of the summary are not related to the concise explanation of the subject matter defined in the independent claims, while in the rest of 
the summary not every detail recited in the indepndent claims is mapped in the specification . 
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
